The meeting had been sche- 
duled for the 18th of May, by 
last year’s Town Democratic 
Committee, It was suddenly ad- 
vanced 24 hours, to the 17th., 
and notices were not mailed 
out until 10 am on the 16th., 
giving many members of the! 
Town Democratic Committee very 
short notice of the change. 
Three members were unable to 
attend - Fred F. Cain, Atty, 
Simon Cutter and Dr. Gerald 
Fagan. In each instance the 
men had prior committments 
which they were unable to 
break, and were prepared to 
attend the regular Wednesday 
meeting.

Lou Smith, an official of the 
Mass, Dept. of Commerce, and a 
Selectman of the Town of Bed- 
ford, told the Planning Board

THE FLOWERS THAT BLOOM IN THE SPRING 
Mid May 1960, like the preceding few months, 


finds the Town of Wilmington in a period of 
calm. Perhaps the calm is deceptive. Most cer- 
tainly it is one to which the town is not ac- 
customed, judging by the past few years. 

Down in the Town Hall the TM surveys a place 
of peace and quiet, as he occasionally rocks 
back and forth on his heels, hands in his poc- 
kets. 

Gone is the suppressed excitement of the 
past few years, when talk of Zoning and Build- 
ing Regulations, and New Industry was the order 
of the day. The Selectmen are meeting only 
twice a month, and have nothing exciting to 
talk about when they do meet. 

True, they did pass an order that certain 
dangerous holes be surrounded with fences, for 
the protection of children, and in the smaller 
instances this order was obeyed. But Steve 
Hathaway, Wilmington's Gravel Merchant of yes- 
ter year has made no move towards fencing the 
two lakes with which he has endowed the town, 
Perhaps there may be some excitement there -- 
it remains to be seen. 

Down on Deming Way Mr. William Agreeable 
Smith is keeping quiet, his mind on the busi- 
ness of Urban Renewal. He who used to argue at 
the drop of a hat (green hats preferred) at a 
Town Meeting is not looking for anything like 
that, at the moment, thank you. 

But Mr. Smith will probably have his hands 
full of arguments in the near future, and those 
arguments may be instituted by one member of 
the Board of Selectmen, the Honorable Donald C. 
Kidder. 

Mr. Kidder is making no secret of the fart 
that he is spoiling for a fight over Urban Re- 
newal. He declared war at the last Town Neeting 
with his Double Negative Motion, and he has 
continued it ever since. 

One of his statements is to the effect that 
there isn't a single merchant in Wilmington 
Square who is in favor of Urban Renewal. His 
statement is factually correct but still mis- 
leading, for there are several merchants who 
have yet to make up their minds. But the 
statement indicates the temper of Mr. Kidder 

He who has been dubbed by one irreverent in- 
dividual as Wilmington's leading mason crosses 
swords on every possible oceasion with the Wil- 
mington Housing Authority. 

In the discussions of a possible nominee 
to fill the vacancy in the Housing Anthority itt 
is Mr. Kidder who comes up with a facetious 
nomination. In the discussion, in last week's 
meeting, of a possible Executive Meeting with 
the WHA it was Mr. Kidder who moved that it not 
be Executive. 

Mr. Kidder is spoiling for a fight with 
William Agrevable Smith, and the latter gentle- 
man isn't helping Mr. Kidder s temper at all, 
by keeping quiet.
